rthday and Senator O'Conor

aryland had just finished

ing the Farewell Address of the 
first president when John L. Mc- 
Clellan, senior Arkansas senator, 
took the floor and 
asked

mission to reprint in the Congres' 
sional Record one particular para- 
graph from Washington's .last mes 
sage to his fellow Americans. 


Washington said:

"As a very important source of 


getrength and 
security, 
cherish 


'public credit. One method of pre- 
serving it is to use it as sparing- 
ly as possible, avoiding occasions 
of expense by cultivating 
peace, 


but remembering, 
also, 
that 


timely disbursements, to prepare 
for 
danger, 
frequently pre- 


vent much greater disbursements 
to repel it; avoiding likewise the 
accumulation of debts, not 
only 


by shunning occasions of expense, 
but by vigorous exertions, in time 


debt 
may 
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peace, to discharge the

have occasioned, not ungenerous- 
ly throwing upon posterity the bur- 
den which we ourselves ought to 
bear." 


And then Senator 
McClellan 


quoted a passage from a speech 
by Franklin D. Roosevelt 
when 


running for president 
the 
first 


time, at Pittsburgh, Pa., October 
18, 1932. Said Mr. Roosevelt: 


; 
"If a nation is living within its 


alncome, its credit is good. If in 


some crisis it lives beyond its in- 
come for a year or two, it can 
usually borrow temporarily 
on 


reasonable terms. But if, like the 
spendthrift, it throws discretion to 
the winds, is willing to make no 
sacrifice at ail in spending, ex- 
tends its taxing up to the limit 
of the people's power to pay, and 
continues to pile up deficits, it is 
on the road to bankruptcy." 
I That's what Mr. Roosevelt said 
when he was first • asking 
the 


people to make him president. 


But Senator McClellan went on' 


to point out that ror 16 o£ the last 
18 years our federal 
government 


has run at a deficit, and the pub- 
lic debt has risen in that time 
from 20 billion dollars to 256 bil- 
lions. 


Is this important? Some people 


do not think so. About the time 
President Roosevelt pushed 
his 


^spending program to 
such 
ex- 


tremes that cautious men began to 
grow anxious a certain well-fixed 
Hempstead county man told me:
